Students shine

While Harpeth Hall continues to boast of 
students’ athletic and artistic prowess, science has 
remained untackled territory until this year. Shirley Li 
(’02) and Emmie Granbery (’03) attended the Vanderbilt 
Science and Engineering Fair, April 4-6, where students 
in grades 5-12 th competed for various awards. In January, 
each girl began a quest for scientific satisfaction that 
filled her three- 
week Winterim 
and countless 
hours 
afterward. 

Shirley 
Li chose her 
topic from a list 
of suggestions 
by Dr. David Emmie Granberry (‘03) and Mr Myrick 
Wilson, who 

has guided students at Martin Luther King, Jr. and Hume 
Fogg schools in the past. Focusing on math and physics, 
Shirley’s project addressed the calculation of the time- 
dependent temperature distribution in a nuclear fuel rod. 
Heat is generated as nuclear fission takes place in a fuel 
rod inside a nuclear reactor. Material concerns place an 
upper limit on the temperature a fuel rod should reach. 

In order to avoid hazardous conditions such as 
melting and warping, heat must be effectively dissipated 
from the fuel rod. Using calculus and TurboBasic, Shirley 
derived several equations relating rate of heat production 
and heat dissipation, which were then translated into a 
program. The program then carried out the necessary 
numerical analysis to produce a final graphic 
demonstration of the fuel rod’s temperature distribution 
versus radius and time.

Emmie Granbery was also mentored by Dr. 
David Wilson. Due to her interest in environmental 
sciences, she decided to modify an existing test for 
lead in order to make it more effective. In the past, 
attempts were made to devise a lead detection test of 
this sort, but most were proven inaccurate because of 
the interference of iron precipitation. 

Emmie’s protocol involved obtaining an 
extract from a soil sample; then she lowered the pH of 
the solution to 1 (acidic). Finally, Emmie added sodium 
sulfide to the solution. Her results demonstrated that

the test was able to accurately detect traces of lead in 
a soil sample without precipitating iron sulfide as well. 

Both girls started their research during 
Winterm on Harpeth Hall campus where Ms. Higgins 
and Mr. Myrick provided daily help. While Shirley 
completed most of her project at home in front of her 
IBM, Emmie worked in the Vanderbilt laboratories where 
she conducted extensive experiments with the aid of 
Vanderbilt professors. Three months later, after hours

The C-Block Environmental Science class 
went around to every room with a trashcan in the math 
and science wing to take inventory of Harpeth Hall’s 
waste habits. The main categories gathered were paper, 
plastic, metal, food waste, and “other.” Under the 
protection of nifty gloves, students sorted through the 
trash and conducted a thorough analysis. 

About 3.905 pounds of solid waste was found 
in total. There was one pound of paper waste consisted 
of notes, letters, cardboards, etc. Surprisingly, plastic 
was not a large part of the waste. Water bottles made 
up the majority of the plastic waste, which weighed 
0.35 pounds. Metal, mainly cans, accounted for 0.375 
pounds of the total waste. The food waste included 


two apple cores, 
peppermints, pizza 
crust, and gum. 

These accounted 
for 0.131 pounds of 
the solid waste. In 
addition, there were 
two pounds of 
miscellaneous 
waste, from latex 
gloves to candy 
wrappers. 

At the end of the class, students calculated the 
amount of avoidable waste. According to their 
calculation, 44% could have been recycled.

Add some catchy musical tunes and 
you’ve got a hit. Grease was popular because it was 
reflective of the teenage culture in the fifties. Teenagers 
were drinking then and they are still drinking today. 
Why is this illegal activity still in practice in modem 
day youth? 

Teenagers have been drinking ever since 
America has existed. Whether it was a young pilgrim 
drinking cider with dinner or you and a friend breaking 
into your parent’s liquor cabinet, it’s a problem that we 
have been dealing with our entire history. Yet, in a 
culture where we can battle cancer and survive a 
gunshot wound, why can’t we control a young person’s 
intake of alcohol?

My family and I arrived at the Green Hills restaurant 
where we were greeted and seated immediately. Our waiter, 
Lenny, suggested what was best and so we started off with 
the spinach con queso. American Cafe has incredible spinach 
con queso, which is what I compare all others with, but 
Princeton’s was way up there. It was very cheesy and great 
with warm tortilla chips. It was served with a side of salsa 
that wasn’t impressive, but no one really ever eats that 
anyway. Our waiter then brought us bread, which we thought 
was nice.
